If it is not implemented by some early 
and comprehensive action, it will be a total 
loss. 

Mr. Ross has made a thorough and in- 
teresting and informative survey of in- 
dustrial possibilities here. 

He has outlined the labor situation, the 
market possibilities, the transportation 
situation and the availability of, raw 
materials for many new manufacturing 
ete in a manner that should interest 

dustrial capital everywhere. 

The thing to do now is to go out and 
sell it. 

This is not a booklet to be filed away 
in business libraries with exclamations of 
surprise and wonder. ; 

It is not a booklet to be sent casually 
to inquirers. 

It is a comprehensive survey that, if 
translated into a vigorous selling cam-

paign, can add trémendously to Edmon- 
ton’s payroll and prosperity. 

It should be noted, however, that a 
great deal of the work done by Mr. Ross 
for the city has already been done for the 
province which has been engaged for some 
months on a campaign for new Alberta in- 
dustries. 

In some way, the two campaigns should 
be made to work in together. 

There is no reason why the city and 
the province should not be partners in an 
all-out effort to industrialize Edmonton 
and Alberta in the biggest kind of way, 

This province has a volume and variety 
of natural resources beyond the compre- 
hension of those who still insist on think- 
ing of Alberta as an entirely agricultural 
area. 

Agriculture is still the backbone of 
Alberta and will likely remain the back- 
bone of Alberta. 

But the development of raw materials 
and their fabrication within the city and 
province is another source of wealth that 
has hardly yet been tapped. 


Mr. Attlee’s Equivocal Position 


Prime Minister Clement Attlee’s de- 
cision to halt the process of nationalizing 
industry in Britain, as revealed in the 
speech from the throne, affords full evi- 
dence that he should call another election 
without delay. 

The Socialist party got its meagre 
Seven-seat majority in the house of com- 
Mons on a certain definite and clear-cut 
platform. 

And important plank in that platform 
was the continued nationalization of in- 
dustry. ; 

If Mr. Attlee finds he cannot carry out 
his program and implement his platform, 
he can only keep faith with those who 
elected him by calling for a new mandate 
from the people. 

Certainly those who voted for his 
party did not do so that he might mark 


time in parliament and hang or to power 
by’a slender thread without fulfilling any 
of his promises. 

It is to be assumed that those who sup- 
ported the Socialist government tendered 
their support in sincerity and good faith, 

They voted as they did, not because 
they loved Messrs. Attlee, Bevin, Mor- 
rison, Cripps et al, but because they be- 
lieved in the program those gentlemen of- 
fered them. 

What Britain needs most desperately 
today is a decisive policy that will restore 
her economic health and bring her back 
to a position of political prestige in the 
Western world, not a session of intrigue 
and horse trading to keep any party in 
power. 

Only another early election can supply 
that need. 


Support the Red Cross This Week 


The Canadian Red Cross Society has 
gone out on its annual appeal for funds. 
In Edmonton the quota is $150,000. The 
provincial quota is $300.000. 

The people of Edmonton should have 
no hesitation in making their donations 
promptly and generously because a society 
without the Red Cross would be a society 
sadly lacking in machinery to relieve 
distress. 

Wherever disaster strikes, in a big way 
or the smallest way, the Red Cross is im- 
mediately at hand to lend aid to all who 
have been stricken. 

During 1949 in Alberta there were two 
major disasters and 78 minor disasters in 
which the Red Cross gave assistance in the 
form of 5,462 articles of clothing, 596 


articles of bedding and miscellaneous 
articles of furniture and kitchen utensils 
to 91 families consisting of 425 people. 

The blood transfusion service is an- 
other notable Red Cross contribution to 
human welfare. 

Since its inception in 1947, this service, 
which supplies blood free to registered 
hospitals, has had a remarkable success 
in Edmonton where 24,773 donors have 
attended the clinics and where 18,740 bot- 
tles of whole blood and 2,151 bottles of 
plasma were supplied to Edmonton hos- 
pitals. 

The continuance of this work, which 
makes the Red Cross the public’s first re- 
fuge in the time of need, depends upon 
the generosity of Edmonton people. 


Still Putting Edmonton on the Map 


It is to be hoped that general feeling 
about an Edmonton theme was not ac- 
curately reflected in last Tuesday's abort- 
ive meeting of the “Put Edmonton on the 
Map” committee. 

After weeks of hard work by sub-com- 
mittees, sorting the hundreds of ideas sub- 
mitted, and after preparation of a draft 
Statement on a suitable publicity theme, 
the general meeting Tuesday was able to 
do nothing because less than half the re- 
persentatives of more than 30 organiza- 
tions failed to turn up. 

Now a new meeting has been called 


for March 15 in city council chambers. 

This, it is said, is to be a “do or die” 
effort. 

The draft will be considered in detail. 
Out of the session will emerge the final 
theme around which it is hoped Edmon- 
ton’s future publicity will hinge, and 
which will put the city on the map. 

It is up to every organized group in 
the city to see that it is represented at the 
meeting, in order that a concrete step may 
be taken toward dispelling the gloomy 
Slogan, ‘Edmonton, the Boom Town that 
won't boom.”

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Another British 


Election Unlikely 


From now on until the next 
genera] election, Great Britain 
will be governed by a coalition 
in fact, if not in form, with all 


the potential weaknesses, uncer- 
tainties and inhibitions from 
which coalition governments usu- 
ally suffer. 

Having won a majority of the 
seats in the new House df Com- 
mons, through a_ precariously 
small majority, the Labor party 
has won the constitutional right 
to form the next government. 
That right Clement Attlee and his 
colleagues are determined to ex- 
ercise for as long as they can. So 
far there has been no indication 
in Labor quarters that a new 
election will be ordered, for the 
very near future, 

This is all to the good. In the 
present highly critical state of 
the world, a politica] interregnum 
in Great Britain, which woul¢ be 
ushered in if a second general 
election followed right on the 
heels of the one that has just 
taken place, could only serve the 
enemies of freedom. 

It would mean between four 
and six weeks of uncertainty re- 
garding Britain's international 
role, four to six weeks without a 
viable budget, four to six weeks 
in which nobody at Whitehall or 
Downing Street could make any 
major decisions in domestic or 
foreign affairs, 

Political 
Dilemma 

Moreover, there is nothing in 
the figures of the last election to 
suggest that if the British voters 
were asked to go to the polls 
again the political dilemma creat- 
ed by last Thursday's result 
would be resolved, 

Those results showed that there 
is something now resembling an 
equipoise between the Laborites 
and the Tories. 

To be sure, Liberal candidates, 
only eight of whom were elected, 
received collectively more than 
two and a half million votes, But 
even if all those who cast their 
ballots fur unsuccessful Liberals 
voted, in a new election, for Con- 
servatives the outcome would 
probably only be the achievement 
by the Tories of the same pre- 
carious majority that the Labor- 
ites now possess 

Indeed, with the trend of Brit- 
ish public opinion now clearly to- 
ward the Right, the Conservatives

This circumstance need not 
cause weakness in the sphere of 
foreign relations where a sub- 
stantial measure of agreement 
has existed for years among 
Laborites, Tories and Liberals. 

Where the new Labor govern- 
ment definitely will be hamper- 
ed is in carrying out its program 
of nationalization, It will have a 
hard time implementing the law, 
passed in the last Parliament,
